With most ca th that have been run 
for some Huh* the muffler has become 
dogood wit Ii carbon to a certain ox 
tent- This prevents flu* rapid ox it and 
expansion of flu* exhnu-t gas, which In 
turn causes back pressure. Hack pres­ 
sure reduces tho effective pressure of 
the explosion and consequently cuts 
down the power of the motor. Obvious 
ly, when the gas is p< rmltted to ex 
ban t dingily to the air through the 
• tit out the buck pressure la minimized 
ami the power thus Increased, 
With certain properly designed types 
of mufflers togs have shown actual 
decrease In power when the motlier 
and exhaust pip** weie removed, 'rho 
did lienee In tills rn se is attributed to 
an ejector defect 
Both the prod net Ion of a loud. snappy 
report and the reduction of back pres 
sure depend on tho rapid expansion of 
the exhaust gas. That. means, often the 
exhaust pl|Hj as wide as possible as 
close to flu* motor as possible ami with 
as dlreet ii shoot from tho valves as 
you eau. 


Can ono increase the sire of the car­ 
buretor on the aam© m.mifold and sumo 
portholes and increase the speed, or 
would ft load up? 
'rills depends on the motor. Usually 
14 is necessary to Increase the maul 
fad*I when tin* carburetor alt® is In 
creased to get best results.

Tills might tie due to several causes 
lf the ear leis magneto ignition It 
might tx* due to weak magnets, or It 
might bem used by ii weak coli whether 
you have magneto or battery Ignition 
The distributer might Im* out of time 
with the N|H*clflentIons of fbi* engine.

Bes Ides tills, the top will 
catch much of tho dust which would 
ordinarily settle on the upholstery. 
Still hotter for tho upholstery would be 
ti sheet or tarpaulin spread O'or It.

Brake horsepower signifies the horse 
power delivered, by the crankshaft of 
the motor and is generally measured 
upon some form of braking device. 
Horsepower at the draw bar is gener­ 
ally a measure of the tow big power of 
the vehicle. 
Horsepower means the same to all 
manufacturers, as it is a definite quam 
tity, meaning 33.<XXi foot pounds per 
minute or 350 foot pounds per second.

Is a cut-out beneficial to a car, and, if 
so, why? 
With most ears that have been run 
for some lime the muffler has become 
clogged with carbon to a certain ex 
tent. This prevents the rapid exit and 
expansion of the exhaust gas, which In 
turn causes hack pressure. Back pres­ 
sure reduces the effective pressure of 
the explosion and consequently ruts 
down the power of the motor. Obvious 
ly, when the gas is permitted to ex­ 
haust directly to the air through tin* 
cut out the hack pressure is minimized 
and Hic power thus increased. 
With certain properly designed types 
of maulers tests have shown actual 
decrease in j/ovver when the mufller 
md exhaust pipe were removed. The 
difference in lids ease is attributed to 
un ejector defect. 
Both the production of a loud. snappy 
report and Hie reduction of back pres 
sure depend on the mph! expansion of 
the exhaust gas. That means, open tho 
exhaust pit*; as wide as possible ms 
close to the motor as possible and with 
is direct a shoot from tho valves as 
you can. 


Can one increase the airs of the ca r­ 
buretor on the name manifold and ■ ame 
portholes and increase the spend, or 
would it load up? 
This depends on the motor. Usually 
ii is neeessnry to Increase tin* maid 
fisft• I when tho carburetor size Is in 
creased to gel hest results. 


What is wrong when advance of the 
spark lever to tho top of the sector cuts 
off tho current to plugs? 
Tills might he due to several causes 
lf the car has magneto ignition It 
might lie due (•> weak magnets, or It 
might he caused by a weak coll whether 
you have magneto or battery Ignition 
The distributer might lie out of time 
with the specifications of the engine.

Does starting the engine of an au to ­ 
mobile on compression affect the e n ­ 
gine in any w ay?

'I lie reason flint the motor fiefs uh it 
does is because when you stop the mo­ 
tor on the switch it has a chance to 
rotate on© or two times and thus draw 
In ii fresh charge of gasoline Into the 
combustion chambers. When flu* mo 
tor Is stalled or killed lf, Is stopped In 
staidly, with the result that the gas 
remaining Iii the cylinders Is dead and 
does not possess the power to explode. 
Should the carburetor he so adjusted
